For nearly three weeks death 
simply stared us In the face at every moment, 
but, everyone. stuck to his post as if the 
position was absolutely normal,” 

While the. Southerr Princess was being 
towed bv the whaling ship Southern Flower, 
an iceberg, hundreds of feet high, suddenly 
loomed up out of the fog in front of the 
two vessels. The Southern Flower was not 
powerful enough to swing the factory ship 
around, and had to cast off the tow. rope for 
her own safety. With the Southern Princess 
completely out of control, it seemed. only a 
matter of preparing. for the inevitable crash. 
Lifebelts were donned and the men shook 
hands and wished each other luck. When it 
was seen that the berg could not be avoided, 
Captam Anderson took a last desperate 
chance to save ‘the ship. The engines had 
not been worked for a week and the cylinders 
were full of water. Despite this the chief 
engineer was told to start them full speed 
astern—even at the -risk of blowing’ them 
out of the ship. 

By throwing a full head of steam into the 
engines, the chief éngineer managed to blow 
ali the water clear, and the engines started 
without mishap. The movement astern caused 
he Southern Princess to veer sufficiently 
to slide round the corner of the iceberg— 
and she passed it with barely a stone’s throw 
to spare.

WEXFORD’S CHAMPION 
PLOUGHMEN. 


NORTH CORK FOR NEXT 


YEAR’S EVENT, 


, HOSE who attended the Inter-County 
ij Ploughing Championship, held on the 
lands of the Agricultural Station, 
Athenry, Co. Galway, last week, were favour- 
ably impressed, not only with the keenness of 
the competition, but with the excellent quality 
of the work. No fewer than seventeen teams, 
representing as many counties in the Irish 
Free State, competed, and the trophy known 
as the David Frame Cup was in the pos- 
session of Wicklow. In the ordinary way, 
this year’s championship should have been 
contested in Co. Wicklow, but the holders 
agreed that it would be better to break fresh 
ground, and hence the selection of Co, Gal- 
way. 
In a strong competition, Wexford won the 
cup with a score of 449 marks, while the best 
individual work on the field was done by 
Michael Redmond, one of the Wexford team, 
who also won in 1932. Michael Redmond 
also had the best furrow. The runner-up for 
the individual championship was Mathew 
Tobin, another Wexford man. The Dublin 
team was second to the cup winners, with a 
score of 428. while one of thelr members, 
Andrew Doran, had the best middle and was 
third on the list for the individual champion- 
ship. Offaly was third with 317 marks, 
Wicklow fourth with 315 marks, and Cork 
filth with 314 marks, 

There were ten teams from Leinster, two 
from Connaught and five from Munster. In 
order to stimulate ploughing in Munster, the 
Wexford team has agreed that next year’s 
championship shall be held in North Cork, 
The exact centre will be fixed later. 

It was gratifying to see the whole-hearted 
way in which Co. Galway farmers rose to the 
occasion in connection with this year’s match. 
Not only did the local committee treat com- 
petitors as their guests for two days, but they 
lent no fewer than 96 horses, as only one 
team brought their own horses, 

On the eve of the match, there was an en- 
jovable cedidhe and dance in the Town Hall, 
Athenry, while after the match the plough- 
men and guésts of the committee were enter- 
tained at dinner, with Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, as principal guest, 


AN ESCAPE FROM 
DEVIL’S ISLAND.

CONVICT BETRAYED BY 
WOMAN. 


For six months Jean Duverney, an escaped 
murderer from Devil's Island, the French 
penal settlement in Guiana, had. found 
sanctuary in the British island of Trinidad. 
During that time he defied all the efforts of 
the ‘Trinidad police to capture him, but now, 
writes Reuter from Port of Spain (Trinidad), 
he has been betrayed by a woman. 

Duverney was sentenced ten years ago to 
twenty years’ penal servitude for the murder 
of a woman in Paris. After serving half his 
sentence he escaped from Devil’s Island with 
six companions. At midnight they set sail 
in a frail Indian canoe, making for Trinidad, 
because they knew that extradition from there 
‘was a difficult legal process. 

For days they drifted under a burmna 
tropical sun, losing all count of time, until, 
parched and emaciated, they reached Trinidad. 
After a short rest they were given food and 
clothes and told to ‘‘ move on,” but. only six 
of them sailed. Duverney was taken in by a 
Martiniquian girl, who hid him in her home, 
while the police combed the island for him in 
vain 

1 search had almost been abandoned 
when information of his hiding place reached 
the authorities. Duverney was arrested and 
appeared before the Port of Spain magistrate 
charged with assaulting the girl who had 
befriended him. She told the Court that he 
had struck her on the head with a stick 
while she was sleeping. an 

Ordered to leave Trinidad within seven 
days, Duverney has sailed for an unknown 
destinativn in an Indian rice ship.

HINTS IO JERSEY CATTLE 


BREEDERS. 
B sna, the Jersey Cattle Society of Ire- 


land, in Bewley’s Oriental Café, Dublin, 

Mr. John Lucey, Inspector of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, delivered an address 
ou “ The Management of Dairy Cows.” 

In the dairy industry, he said, there is 
plenty of room for considerable development, 
and ample scope for improvement in the 
management and feeding of milch cows. The 
aim of everyone who keeps a dairy herd 
should be to improve the milking capacity 
of each cow as far as possible, and not to 
retain any animal which does not conform 
with a certain standard. The average milk 
yield of dairy cows in this country ranges 
from 450 to 500 gallons. It is possible by 
adopting progressive methods to increase that 
average yield by at least 200 gallons per 
cow per year. . 


How to Improve Milk Yield, 


There are a number of heyds in the country 
where the average milk yield is from 700 
to 800 gallons, while there are several that 
give over 1,000 gallons. From this it as 
evident that there must be a big proportion 
of cows giving less than 450 gallons and 
down as low as 300 gallons. 

Cows that do not give 400 gallons of milk 
in their lactatiop period, said Mr. Lucey. 
do not pay for the cost of production, and 
the first thing that a dairy farmer should.do 
is to find out the actual milk yield of each 
cow in his herd. Otherwise it will not be 
possible to conduct dairying on progressive 
lines. Success or failure in dairying depends 
on the milk yield of each cow in the herd. 

The profits being made from dairying are 
not as large as they might be if farmers 
were more progressive in the keeping of 
their. cows, and in the elimination of poor 
milkers. 

This can be done by keeping milk records. 
If cows are recorded morning and evening 
on. one day per week during their lactation 
period it will be possible by a simple calcula- 
tion to determine théir average yield for the 
week, When such records have been kept 
for a season, the next step should be to 
eliminate. inferior ‘cows as far as possible and 
as. soon as possible. Good milch cows should 
be kept for mating with a bull having milk 
on both sides of his ancestry. The heifer 
progeny should be kept for renewing the 
herd. If breeders continue to do that it 
will be possible to increase the average milk 
yield by at least 200 gallons in the season. - 

The Department of Agriculture has a 
special scheme" by which those who keep 
records will be provided with literature. 
The Department would also send an Inspector 
to inspect the cows and test the milk. <A 
difference of a pint: of milk per day could 
not. be detected except. by recording, and 
amounted to 80 gallons in the year. 


Feeding Suggestions. 


Unless a cow is a naturally good milker, 
no amount of feeding will increase her vield. 
It will only put flesh on her back. On the 
other hand, there are naturally good milkers 
that rarely get sufficient feeding to enable 
them to give their maximum milk yield. As 
a result they lose condition and put it into 
the milk. 

Systematic feeding, said Mr. Lucey, should 
go hand in hand with keeping records. In 
other words, cows should be kept accérding 
to their milk yields. Generally speaking, 
there is no distinction in the way dairy cows 
are kept. with the result that. the 300-gallon 
cow is getiing as much food as the cow that 
gives three times that quantity, 

With regard to rations, the food should 
be palatable, digestible, neither laxative nor 
too. constipating, and it should be — well 
balanced. The ration should be considered 
as maintenance and. productive. 


Quality of Food. 


To maintain a small*cow and help in pro- 
ducing the first gallon of milk, a ration of 
one stone of hay and three stones of roots 
will be sufficient. The amount of the ration 
depends on the size of the cow. 

As regards the productive ration, it does 
not depend on the size of the anmial, but on 
the amount of milk-given by the cow. The 
productive ration is fed at the rate of 3lb. to 
4lb. for each gallon of milk after the first 
gallon, so that, if a cow gives four gallons 
of milk, a maintenance ration’ may be suffi- 
cient for the first gallon; but for the remain- 
ing three gallons 10lb. concentrates are 
necessary. ‘his can be made up of one part 
by weight of decorticated cotton cake and 
three parts of oats, or Indian meal or 
pollard, or maize meal mixture. Feeding this 
m the proportion of 3lb, to 4b. for each 
gallon of milk in excess of the first gallon 
will usually give the best results. In feeding 
cows it is advisable to give the productive or 
concentrated ration first, and give hay and 
roots afterwards, 

Three or four months after calving, if the 
milk yield falls away, the ration should be 
correspondingly reduced. 

During the summer, when the cows are out 

on good pasture, they will get sufficient 
nourishment from the grass to enable them to 
give up.to four gallons of milk daily. 
Mr. W. H. Odlum, President of the Society, 
who occupied the chair, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said that the majority 
of the members kept Jerseys as a hobby and 
not as dairy farmers, With regard to re- 
cords, he said it was difficult to get herdsmen 
to take an interest in anything outside what 
they wére bound to do. He also mentioned 
that cattle frequently suffered from drinking 
too much water at one time. 

Mr. A. Werner, Hon. Secretary, seconded 
the motion. 

Captain Odlum said that they were all 
interested in the promotion of Jersey cattle, 
and the best thing they could do was to 
record the cows, . | 

The motion was passed. ' 

Mr. Lucey, in reply, said that water should 
be supplied regularly, or laid on, so that the 


animals could get it whem they required it, 
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.in separating good from bad seed.

MODERN SEED CLEANING. 


HOW IT HELPS -THE FARMER. 


W HEN they purchase seeds which are 


guaranteed pure and true to type, 

farmers and gardeners, do not always 
realise how much work is involved in pro- 
viding what they want. There is, first of all, 
the cultivaticn of selected crops for seed. 
Then comes the work of cleaning and grading 
the seed which has been harvested before it 
can be offerea to the public. As a matter of 
fact, seed for most farm crops is subject to 
re-cleaning before reaching the farmer. 

A striking example of what is done can be 
seen in the warehdtuse of Messrs. Rowan, 
seedsmen, Capel street, Dublin, where a Saat- 
Schule seed cleaning machine, as largely used 
on the Continent, in South America and Aus- 
tralia, is effectively employed in cleaning and 
grading wheat, barley, oats, root and grass 
seeds, This is the first machine of its kind 
to be erected’ in the Irish Free State, and 
is capable of handling 240 barrels of oats per 
day. : 


Marvellous Accuracy. 


The machine is almost uncannily accurate 
Light, 
broken, weevil-eaten or otherwise delective 
seeds are divided fromesound grain, and, like 
weed seeds, are diverted into special chutes 
from -which they are discharged into separate 
receptacles. The seed is first lifted up 
through an elevator into a hummeller. From 
this, the seed is passed into a hopper, then 
into gn aspirator, and so into four rotary 
sieves, where it is graded.. The final grading 
is then passed into the cockle cylinder, where 
weeds, broken gyains and extraneous matter 
are extracted. From the cockle cylinder, the 
grain passes into the “ Cinderella,” where 
good and bad grains are separated before 
going into bags By means of this process, 
the bushel weight of oats has been imereased 
fron®40 to 46lb. 

The seed can be subject to a variable blast, 
depending on the crop and what it is intended 
to blow out. 


Biggest in Free State. 


This machine is claymed by Messrs. Rowan 


to be the biggest seed-cleaning plant in the 


Free State, and, because of its effectiveness, 
the Department of Agriculture has allotted 
over 100 acres of pure live pedigree oats to 
be grown for Messrs. Rowan in Co. Louth. 
After this year’s harvest, the resulting crop 
of oats will be cleaned and graded up to a 
suitable standard. The machine was origi- 
nally introduced to this country because Scot- 
tish seed oats could not be imported, and 
there was no machinery available for clean- 
ing up to a sufficiently h.gh grade for seed. 

The use of such a plant, electrically driven, 
indicates the extent of Messrs. Rowan’s trade 
in “ Fulerop ’’ seeds. 

In addition to a direct trade, they supply a 
large number of agents throughout, the 
country with root seeds in sealed bags, and 
flower and vegetable seeds in packets. 

They also cater thoroughly for bee-keepers, 
not only in the supply of C.D.B, pattern bee. 
hives made in Dublin, but in the distribution 
of Irish honey in Irish-made jars, 


FARMERS SHOULD 
ORGANISE.

HERE is no doubt, as Mr. Sean 
á Broderick, 'l.D:., remarked at the dinner 

of the National Ploughing Association, 
that farmers are entitled to more considera- 
tion, especially in an agricultural country, 
and they would get it if they were effectively 
organised.

MERITS OF THE JERSEY COW. 


LTHOUGH’ the temperate climate of 
A the Island of Jersey, the home of 

Jersey cattle, is not subject to very 
variable or extreme conditions, the Jersey 
cow has been endowed by nature with a 
constitution which enables her to live and 
rosper in all parts of the globe, and finds 
herself as much at home in the severe cold 
of Canadian winters as in tropical climes, 
such as in the different States of South 
America, and as far South as New Zealand 
she proves herself of great value, where her 
marked characteristics as a dairy cow are 
shown to great advantage. Jerseys have 
been Jong known in Ireland, but, since the 
advent of the Jersey Cattle Society of Ire- 
land, the Jerseys are coming more to the 
front and getting better known by the public, 
while some dairymen and others are now 
recognising the advantage of including some 
Jerseys in their herds with the cbject of 
enriching the milk with butter fat,

A DISEASE TO WATCH, 


FOWL TYPHOID. 


N order to preserve the health of one’s flocks 
| it is necessary to take every precaution 
against disease by perfect cleanliness 
in everything pertaining to the fowls, and by 
periodic disinfection of houses and water 
supply. Carelessness in these respects is 
often responsible, in the first instance, for 
the unthrifty conditions of birds, and witen 
birds, like human beings, become “run 
down ” they fail easy victims to the atten- 
tions of disease germs. 

One disease which causes considerable loss 
among poultry flocks is fowl typhoid, which 
is often, in the popular mind, mistaken for 
fowl cholera. It is well to note here that 
fowl cholera has not been diagnosed in 
lreland for over twenty years. 

Fowl typhoid, which is observed at all 
seasons, occurs.more frequently in the spring 
and summer months. It appears to be more 
cr less indigenous in certain areas, and is 
often associated with defective sanitary con- 
ditions. The disease is acutely contagious, 
and it attacks ‘adult fowls more frequently 
than chickens, | 


Cause. 


The disease is caused by a small, rod- 
shaped micrebe, which ‘enters the blood 
streams and organs and is excreted in the 
discharge of infected birds. It is ultimately 
identified by bacteriological methods, by 
isolating from the liver, bone or blood of- 
affected dead fowls. Fowls sometimes show 
no definite symptoms, and sometimes may 
recover from a slight attack. Such birds 
may, however, still retain the infection, and 
by excreting the germs in the droppings they 
beceme ‘‘ carriers." 

The germs responsible for fowl cholera 
bear a close resemblance to those that cause 
bacillarv white diarrhea. When blood is 
tested for evidence of infection, carriers of 
fowl typhoid will respond to the same extent 
as carriers of B.W.D. ‘The important differ- 
ence is that in the majority of cases fowl 
typhoid is not liable to be transmitted 
through the eggs of carrier hens. 


Transmission. 


Fowl typhoid may be transmitted to a 
flock by the introduction of diseased or 
carrier birds. It spreads to the other birds 
in any of the following ways—through the 
droppings, which infect the ground; through 
the houses, the litter, the food or the water. 
The deplorable practice of disposing of 
diseased dead fowls by casting them into 
streams or ponds, or on top of manure heaps, 
provides a serious source of infection. 


The Symptoms, 


The symptoms might be those of any 
severe illness. The bird becomes sleepy and 
dull, with its head hunched into the body 
and the feathers ruffled, while the comb and 
wattles become in colour either light or dark 
red. The bird is disinclined for food, and 
a notable symptom 1s the passing of stimking 
liquid droppings of a sulphur-yellow or 
greenish-yellow colour. Death, which usually 
occurs in from two to five days, may occa- 
sionally ensue before even the symptoms are 
observed, Less severely affected birds may 
recover. In some cases the disease rapidly 
spreads through a flock, wiping out most of 
the birds in a short time. In other out- 
breaks deaths occur at varying intervals, 
smaller numbers being lost. 

Post-mortem examinations of affected fowls 
will reveal an enlarged liver, having a dirty 
greenish-brown or bronzed appearance, 
oedema of the lungs, a light colour of the 
heart wall, enlarged spleen, and reddening 
ov inflammation of the intestines. 


Prevention. 


Since no effective cure has yet been dis- 
covered for treatment of this disease, the 
only method of procedure is to concentrate 
on its eradication. and. prevention. It 1s most 
important that all dead birds be disposed of 
by fire or by burial after disinfection. 
Droppings and litter should be similarly 
dealt’ with. 

Secondly, houses and all utensils in use 
in the poultry yard should be thoroughly 
disinfected. Any reliable disinfectant that 
is strong enough to penetrate through in- 
fected material will readily destroy the 
germs. Buildings that housed diseased birds 
should be scraped, swept out and the 
scrapings burned. Walls and roosts should 
be washed down with a strong: solution of 
washing soda. When dry, walls, roosts and 
floors should be thoroughly sprayed with a 
good disinfectant such as: 2 per cent. creolin, 
5 per. cent. carbolic acid, or 2 per cent. 
sulphate. solution. Another method is to 
flame the walls, roosts, etc., with a blow 
lamp. 


Water Supply. 


Care must be taken to prevent contamina- 
tion of water, in particular - contamination 
from discharges of diseased birds. Where it 
is found impossible to prevent such pollution, 
use an antiseptic, such as potassium r- 
manganate—half-a-teaspoonful to ten gallons 
of drinking water, 


The Run. 


The disinfection of this is usually the most 
ditiicult problem. When enclosed it is a 
simple matter to purify it by an applica- 
tion of quicklime, in the proportion of two 
Lons to the acre. Where birds are on free 
range, the process of disinfection will neces- 
sarily be slow. since it must be left for sun- 
light, desiccation, etc. Meantime, however, 
the unaffected birds should be moved to fresh 
ground, 


Blood Testing. 


Before compl veing disinfection, all the re- 
maining birds in the flock should be blood- 
tested, in the same manner as for 
Ali reactors are to be regarded as carriers, 
and hence should be removed at once and 
destroved; or, if in good condition, they may 
be marketed. It is advisable to re-test the

A PORT OF THE 
FUTURE. 


CHURCHILL AND HUDSON 
BAY. 
——__>~-——- 
Port Churchill, which is now preparing for 
an active summer, is a great port in the 


making, writes Mr. W. Waldron, Markets 
Commissioner for Saskatchewan. A few 
years ago it was a small post on the shores of 
Hudson s Bay, the great inland sea of Canada. 
To-day it is a growing town, with a fine 
harbour and high hopes, and the unique dis- 
tinction of having cut the trade routes 
between the Prairies and the Old Country by 
several hundreds of miles. 

To-morrow it will ba the key to one of the 
richest areas in the world. It is true that 
shipping companies have yet to plan holiday 
cruises to Churchill. In course of time, how- 
ever, even these northern waters, with their 
facilities for ocean-going vessels, will prove 
a source of pleasure and profit hitherto an- 
dreamt ot. Meantime Charchili is building 
her solid reputation on commercial founda- 
tions, | 

As far back as 1610 Henry Hudson sailed 
through the northern straits and found him- 
self in the waters of an immense inland sea 
which penetrated deeply into the _ north- 
eastern portion of the North American con- 
tinent. Both straits and bay were named after 
him, Fifty-eighi: years later Prince Rupert, in 
the captain’s calin of the Nonsuch, toasted 
success to the Hudson’s Bay route. This 
vessel of fifty tons reached James Bay on 
September 29th, and there the voyagers 
wintered and bartered for fur with the 
Indians. It was the success of this expedi- 
tion which led to the organisation of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company,.and in 1670 King 
Charles Il. granted a charter to ‘‘ The 
Governor and Company of Adventurers of 
England trading into Hudson Bay.” 

In recent years, with the ma expanding 
Dominion of Canada, Hudson Bay has come 
to be regarded as the natural outlet and sea- 
board for the fertile prairie provinces. of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. Railway 
facilities have been provided stretching from 
Churchill to central Saskatchewan with lines 
ranning conveniently into the adjoining Pro- 
vinces, and at Churchill itself, excellent port 
facilities and storage accommodation. 

It has been said that Churchill was estab- 
lished years before it was necessary. It has 
also been stated that with the well-established 
rail facilities. running east and west across 
Canada, additional railway mileage was super- 
fluous. It should be remembered that the 
vast resources of Northern Canada are, as yet, 
hardly touched. Yorests, minerals, fur-bear- 
ing animals are there in abundance, and the 
Hudson Bay Railway and the Port of 
Churchill may simply be regarded as mile- 
stones towards greater achievements in the 
development of Canada. 

The season during which the Bay is open 
to navigation is, admittedly, short, but 
alread}? both importers and exporters are find- 
ing that it is possible and profitable to ship 
goods in August which, in the ordinary way, 
would possibly not be shipped until October 
or November. Again, merchandise shipped 
normally from the United Kingdom during 
June can be held back a few 
weeks in order that advantage may 
be taken of the cheaper route. The Churchill 
“six weeks’’ may thus be made to cover the 
operations of three or four montl.s. During 
the past navigation season on the Bay. 
vessels have been going about their normal 
occupation of carrying merchandise from 
British ports and hauling out grain, cattle, 
timber and the products of western farms 
for the old country. The operations ‘ave 
-been as quiet and unspectacular as complete 
efficiency could uire, 

Whatever the critics may say—and their 
asseverations are becoming notably fewer— 
the future of the route as a great summer 
highway of imperial trade is assured. The 
toast of Prince Rupert is being amply ful- 
filled, and Churchill is the port of the future.

The Irish Rainfall Association’s report for 
January last, issued from bauinamona,

This has been rather a wet mon‘h, on the 
whole, with some rain almost every day, 
although abnormal heavy daily falls were 
few. The amount of sunshine was generaily 
small, but the weather was mild. The 
maximum temperature reached 55° at Cashel, 
Ballinacurra, and Rethiarabem, while the 
lowest recorded was 22° at Banbridge. The 
month was remarkable for high barometer 
readings at the end, which rose to 31.26 ins. 
on the 3lst at Cashel. The highest daily 
rainfall returns were 2.15 ins. on the 13th 
at Greystones, and 2.00 ins. on the 21st at 
Aasleagh, Co. Mayo.

The rock sloped verti- 
cally away from us, so that we could have 
dropped a stone on to the road below, and 
the passing motor cars looked like small 
beetles. It would take a courageous man 
to climb up or down that precipice, even 
with the aid of a rope.

MODERN JOURNALISM.

DEBATE IN TRINITY COLLEGE. 


The only way of reforming the Press was 
to restrict its -activities, said Mr. E., W. 
Jones, proposing the motion—*‘ That 
House is disgusted with modern journalism. 
at the College Historical Society last night. 
Dr. M. F. Liddell presided at the meeting. 
The motion was lost by 8 votes to 

Mr. Jones said that the newspapers exer- 
cised a very bad influence in both private 
and public affairs, as well as in athletics. In 
private affairs they took sides for or against 
individuals, and prejudiced legal cases; in 
public affairs they dealt with matters” which 
did not concern them at all. and in athlétics 
they encouraged professionalism. The 
greater number of newspapers to-day were 
‘rags,’ and had a degrading effect on young 
minds. 

Mr. R. W. M. Crockett said that the Press 
exercised a great influence for good, and 
even the “ yellow ” papers were not so lurid 
as their predecessors, the early news sheets. 
One might: blame modern journalism for its 
faults, but it should be remembered that 
public opinion makes the 
vice versa. i 

The Auditor, Mr. A. G. Quirke, B.A., said 
that he thought the motion was in too 
general terms. It was possible to approve 
of some modern journals, while condemning 
others. Those that one could condemn were 
the papers which pandered to the lower 
instincts of men, and to a morbid curiosity in 
sordid happenings. So far from injuring sport, 
however, he thought that the popular Press 
gave too much prominence to it. Some papers, 
especially the newer ones who had little 
tradition behind them, tended to pervert the 
minds of the public, and that was about as 
far as one could go in condemning modern 
journalism. There must be some papers 
written in a light vein, but there should be 
less sensationalism in them. 

Mr. R. 8. Nesbitt said that newspapers 
should be read with an open mind, and more 
or less in a spirit of adventure. The only way 
of obtaining the truth, was to read all the 
papers and compare one version with another. 

Mr. R. J. O'Neill (Sch.) said that news- 
papers were full of inaccuracies, and reporters 
seemed to be incapable of getting down any- 
thing correctly. ‘The Press had a eol un- 
desirable influence on public opinion to-day. 

Dr. Liddell, concluding the debate, said he 
thought that speakers had treated journalists 
too harshly. Blame had been laid on editors 
and reporters, but if modern journalism had 
faults they were less responsible for them 
than the owners of the papers, who dictated 
the policy. The journalist of the present da

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HOSPITAL AND SCHOOL 
COMBINED. 


VALUABLE WORK AMONG 
CRIPPLED CHILDREN. 


“The work of this hospital opens the door 
to a full and useful life for many unfortunate 
children,” said the Dean of St. Patrick’s, 
speaking yestergey at the annual meeting of 
the Orthopedic Hospital of Ireland. Its work, 
he said, was of the greatest value; for the 
wealth of a State depended on the health of 
its citizens. He thought it. should be part of 
everyones education to visit the hospitals, 
not only to appreciate what they were doing, 
but also because they could teach an in- 
dividual valuable lessons in hygiene. If one 
went through the slums of Dublin, one could 
see that the teaching of orderly and cleanly 
habits was badly needed among our citizens. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach said he thoroughly 
agreed with the Dean’s suggestion. 

Dr. Haughton said that if they had 
sufficient accommodation they could treat 
double the number of children, and they 
hoped in the future to amalgamate with the 
Harcourt Street Hospital. 

Dr. F. C. Purser (President, R.C.P.1.), Mr. 
Ernest Phelps, K.C., and Alderman Hubbard 
Clark also spoke at the meeting, over which 
Mr. P. J. O'Neill presided. 

The annual report showed that the number 
of crippled and deformed children treated in 
1935 was 2,755 out-patients and 225 in- 
patients, an increase of 399 vases over the 
year before. The hospital was also a National 
school, and most of the children were quite 
well enough to attend lessons. In addition 


to ordinary subjects, handicrafts and fancy- ; 


work were taught. A large proportion of the 
patients were given a course of remedial 
exercises or massage, and benefited great] 
from the treatment. There had been 41 
such treatments during the year.

CHAMPIONSHIP.

The final of the Individual Championship 
of the Contract Bridge Association of Ireland 
was completed on Tuesday. Out of the 
original entry of forty-two lasts, 
cluded most of the well-known club players, 
twenty survived the preliminary tests to com- 
pete in the final. 3 

contest is so arranged that every 
player plays with every other player once as 
a partner and twice as an opponent, To 
arrange the movements of the players neces- 
sary to achieve this result wal seem to be 
the feat of a mathematician of the calibre of 
Einstein, but the possession of the required 
formula makes it quite simple. 

The comparison of the relative skill of the 
competitors is equally simple. Every board 
is played at five tables, and thus are obtained 
five separate results of the one deal. Now, 
as every hand has been played in identical 
circumstances by five different competitors, a 
direct line of comparison is obtained. is 
comparison is reduced to a match point basis 
by awarding 0 to the player with the worst 
result, 1 to the worst but one, 2 to the worst 
but two, and so on, The use of match points 
enables the ultimate comparison to be made. 

The final was played over forty boards, 
which required two evenings. The winner, 
Mr. Joseph O'Neill, held a clear advantage 
over the others until near the end, when 
the runner-up, Miss h, playing with 
characteristic steadiness, almost overtook 
him.

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DUET AND SONG 
RECITAL. 


ENJOYABLE PERFORMANCE. 


The recital given by Renee Flynn and 
Dorothy Griffith at the Aberdeen Hall of the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last night, was as 
brilliant a recital as the big and critical 
audience, composing most of the leading 
figures in the musical life of the city, could 
have expected. Both are singers who have 
won their spurs at the Feis Ceoil. Their 
choice of songs and duets last night revealed 
their musical taste, and in their performance 
one could hardly find a flaw. True, in the 
opening phrase of the Handel duet, ‘‘Ricordati 
mio ben’ (Flavio), which was the first item 
on the programme, Miss Griffith showed a 
little unsteadiness, but it was obviously due 
to nerves, and the entry of the other voice 
quickly steadied her. The Handel was sung 
with fine appreciation of phrase and music, 
and the voices were nicely blended. There 
was a fine martial atmosphere about the 
Purcell duet, “ Sound the Trumpet,”’ and the 
singers kept this striking Elizabethan piece 
moving with marked rhythm. There was the 
same understanding in their later duets, Their 
powers of interpretation, with sense of 
humour, was reflected in Edward German's 
‘“It Was a Lover and His Lass,’’ and the 
humorous ‘ Five Eyes ’’—Armstrong Gibb's 
— tale of the Miller’s cats. Their 

ramatic gifts, however, were most strikingly 
revealed in their singin of the “ Presentation 
of the Silver Rose, ' ad Strauss’s ‘‘ Der 
Rosenkavalier,’’ and ‘‘ Aber der Richtige,’’ 
from the same composer’s ‘‘ Arabella.’’ 

In her solo items Miss Griffith showed great 
gifts of artistry. It is_not easy to get a big 
dramatic voice inte such songs as Purcell’s 
‘‘An Evening Hymn’’ or Rosseter’s ‘‘ When 
Laura Smiles,’’ but Miss Griffith handled the 
songs admirably. She was more at home in 
the descriptive ‘‘Nebbie’’ (Mists) of Re- 
spighi, catching the changing tones of its 
heavy atmosphere. She also sang with a fine 
sense Strauss’s “ Zueignung.”’ 

One finds it hard to write in measured 
térms of Miss Renée Flynn’s singing. Her 
voice is of the purest lyrical soprano quality, 
produced in an effortless manner and under 
perfect control, and with these qualities are 
extraordinary gifts of interpretation. One 
could draw no distinction between any of her 
songs last night in a group that ranged over 
Bach, Handel, Schumann and Schubert. ‘The 
“Care Selve” of Handel was painted in 
lovely broad phrases. The Bach had an at- 
mosphere all its own and was followed by 
Schumann's lovely “Sun of the Sleepless.’’ 
Perhaps, the most enjoyed of the group were 
the Schubert pair, ‘‘ Hark, hark, the Lark.” 
and the imposing ‘‘ Hymn to the Almighty.” 

The accompaniments were played by Miss 
Eileen Buckley, another very accomplished 
artiste. Her work was splendid and just 
how much her support at the piano meant 
was known by the singers. 

_It was in every way a most successful re- 
cital, and at the close the singers and their 
accompaniste were recalled again and again.

NEW BUILDINGS. 


Sir JOHN KEANE said that he thought 
the Mini.:sr should give the House some ex- 
planation of the wide discrepancy between 
the figures quoted by Senator O'Farrell and 
the actual figures revealed in the official 
statement.

MINISTER'S REPLY. 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce in reply to the debate, said that 
he must refuse to take any responsibility 
whatsoever for any estimate given by his 
predecessor. ‘The Electricity Supply Board 
and other public concerns were criticised 
owing to the fact that public expectations had 
been aroused which could not be fulfilled. 
Roughly, half the capital liability had been 
transferred to the Board with the Shannon 
works. Direct cash advances had been made 
to the Electricity Supply Board in addition 
to finance the Board's activities. £2,500,000 
had been at first provided for that purpose. 
The Act of 1931 increased the amount avail- 
able for the Board, but provided that amounts 
were to be advanced i when the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce was satisfied 
that Le were reasonably and properly re- 
quired. 

He did not know whether a decrease of the 
rates of charge would improve the Board's 
financial position. It probably would cause 
more cousumption but it must be very care- 
fully considered whether that would benefit 
the Board financially. The present revenue 
was far short of the revenue required by the 
Board to meet the obligations imposed by the 
1927 Act. The Board’s position was improv- 
ing more slowly than he liked. Its financial 

sition would not be thoroughly satisfactory 
or many years. His saying that did not 
mean that there would not be a decrease in 
charges for a number of years; for there was 
always the possibility that the revenue posi- 
tion might be improved.

THE IRISH HARP. 


DATES BACK 1800 B.C. 


There was a large attendance at the annuat 
general meeting of University College, Dub- 
lin, Gaelic Literary Society last evening, 
when Miss Maurin O'Shea, the Auditor, read 
a paper on the Cruit (the small harp). 

Professor Cormac Kiely, President of the 
Society, occupied the chair. 

Miss O'Shea, in the course of her Irish 
story, said that references to the Irish harp 
went back to the battle of Moytura, which, 
according to the Four Masters, took place 
about 1800 B.C., that was a battle between 
the Formonians and the Tuatha-de-Dannans. 
Another account of the harp was to be found 
m the Book of Invasions, in which it is 
stated that among the Milesiangs who came to 
Ireland and were praised and honoured be- 
yond all others were Cir, the: poet, and 
Cinnfinn, the harpist. History showed that 
the place of the harp in Ireland was an 
honoured one, and was recognised in othe: 
countries. In the Christian era two tribes 
ef Irishmen went to Sgotland, one about 
130 A.D., and the other about 450 A.D. It 
was they who introduced the harp to Scot- 
land. The Welsh also received their know- 
ledge of the harp irom Ireland. In 1059 the 
King of North Wales was forced to go in‘o 
exile in Ireland, and his son, Gruffydd ap 
Cunan, introduced the harp from Ireland to 
Wales. The harpist was the official bard in 
Ireland, where in ancient times he was 
given a place beside the King in the banquet 
hall. A great Irish reconnaissance took 
place in the fourteenth and fifteenth cen 
turies, When the O’Neills of Ulster, the 
McMurroughs of Leinster, the Earls of Ki! 
dare, Ormonde and Desmond took the art of 
music under their protection. In conclusion, 
Miss O’Shea asked what was being done in 
the present time to popularise the national! 
musical instrument. Wore the Irish people 
doing their duty in that respect? She sub- 
mitted that they were not.

Mr. Leonard—It was pointed ont by the 
auditors. (To the. witness)—At a meeting ot 
the Board: of Directors on the 29th May 
a letter was read from the bank manager, 
dated the llth April, in which he said: 
‘ Please arrange that your directors give me 
a call, as the recent working of your account 
: placing me in a dangerous position ’* !— 
es. : 

There was a call, and the result is set out 
in the minutes of the meeting following: ‘‘We 
were informed by Mr. Jackson that on two 
recent occasions big increases of overdraft 
were sprung on him by the managing director 
without having notified the Board of Messrs. 
Clery and Co’ ?~Yes, 

The entry in the minutes also states: “ Mr. 
Jackson pointed out that if there was a re- 
petition he might have to take a decision 
serious for Messrs Clery and Co. He im- 


be kept within the limit authorised, and 
that if there should be overstepping of that 
limit the company must be prepared to face 
the consequences ” ’—Yes. 

Did you believe that the bank meant what 
they said?’—Yes, I had very good reason to 
believe that they did 

The minutes go on: “ The Chairman then 
told Mr. McGuire that they arranged with 
the secretary that the matter should be moat 
carefully attended to in the future. He 
thanked Mr. Jackson for his great considera- 
tion and forbearance.’’ Arising out of the 
interview it was impressed on the managing 
director the great importance of the warning 
from the bank manager and the necessity of 
complying with the bank’s requirements, and 
it was pointed out that all proposals with 
regard to the financial arrangements must be 
made with the approval of the Board. The 
secretary, who was in charge of finance, was 
directed to keep all cheques within the limit 
of the overdraft. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What was the over- 
draft at that time ?’—£153,500, 

What were the recent big increases the 
manager complained were sprung on him?— 
£2,000 for rates and £4,000 for income tax, 
1 believe. 

In reply to further questions by Mr. Jus. 
tice Hanna, the witness said that at the time 
the bank manager was “absolutely furious 
the way the account was being worked.” 
The directors had to get a special overdraft 
for the £4,000, and at the end of the year 
ee had to get the £2,000 added to the over- 
raft. 

“He was asked suddenly,” the witness 
added, “to meet cheques which had been 
issued without the board having asked for an 
overdraft, and that was what infuriated the 
bank manager.” 

Mr. Leonard—And then came a letter ol 
16th May from the bank manager to the 
directors, in which he said that the ‘‘account 
is heing aworked in a most unconscionable way. 
and I won't put up with such treatment any 
longe’. H is ‘really monstrous on your part. 
... The overdraft is now up to the un-

Mr, FitzGerald--That would have been on 
the minutes if it were said. 

Mr. Justice Hanna (to witness)—Do 1 
gather from you that you mean his manner 
was not particularly subservient ? 

Mr. Leonard—Subservient ! 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I do not want any 
comment from you about my remark. (To 
witness)—-Was it his manner or his words, 
because every man has his own manner? 

Witness—His manner, my lord. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You gave a descrip- 
tion yesterday of his manner: was it a con- 
tinuation of that 7~Yes, my lord, 

Mr. Jeonard read extracts from the 
minutes of a meeting of the directors on the 
Sth June, 1933, on the subject of a resolution 
directing the secretary that no cheques were 
to be signed by him or issued, except 
cheques in which the names of the payees 
and the amounts payable had been filled in 
and signed by a director. He also read the 
letter of the same date from the witness to 
Mr. McGuire on the subject of signing 
cheques in ‘blank, the paying of the de- 
positors,. the payment of Mr, McGuire's 
commission, and the general management of 
the company. 


HIS OWN JUDGMENT. 


The witness, recalling this letter, said that 
Mr. McGuire stated that he always acted in 
accordance with his own judgment and in the 
interests of the company. 
Minutes of meetings of the directors and 
correspondence in relation to proposals for 
the reduction of the company’s overdraft 
were then referred to by Mr. Leonard, who 
asked the witness what the daily takings of 
the company were. 
Witness said that the daily takings were 
about £1,800, 
Mr. Justice Hanna—What are the weekly 
outgoings ?—I could not say.. When I say 
‘takings ” I mean lodgments. The daily 
lodgments for 1931 averaged £1,500, for 1932 
£1,841, and for 1933 £1,777. 
That includes cheques as well as cash ?— 
Yes, my lord. 
Counsel went on to refer to a letter from 
Mr. McGuire on 10th July im reference to 
the repayment of £4,000 due at the end of 
the month, and to the. method recently pro- 
posed by his co-directors of paying £200 per 
day. That would not be feasible, even if the 
bank did not object. He was arranging to 
pay off that; loan by his own methods if he 
were not hindered, and he paid off £1,000 
the previous week. A resolution was passed 
directing the managing director, as and from 
10th ei, to lodge to the credit of a special 
account a sum of £100 per week, that special 
account, to be for the payment of arrears of 
interest and accruing interest on deposits, 
and demands other than stock-in-trade. Sums 
for the time being standing to the credit of 
the special account were not to be avail- 
able to meet cheques drawn in the ordinary 
course of business. That resolution was 
afterwards rescinded ? 
Witness—Yes. Mr. McGuire said that. it 
could not be done. 
Mr, Justice Hanna—When was the reso- 
lution rescinded ? 

Mr. Leonard—In September. (To witness) 
—Did you write a letter that, in view of the 
fact that the bank was determined to insist 
upon the company’s discharge of their obli- 
gations to the bank, the Board now proposed 
measures which would enable these obli- 
gations to be discharged ? 
Witness—That letter was sent. 


TRADE CREDITORS. 


Mr. Justice Hanna—If Mr. McGuire’s con. 
tention that it would prevent the payment 
of trade creditors was correct, would you 
have insisted upon that resolution ?—If they 
were ogee is yes, 

I take it that. if it did interfere with the 
payment, of creditors, it was a proper ground 
to put forward?—If it did. If the company 
were jeopardised in any way. 

Which should be preferred for payment— 
trade créditors or the bank ”— Trade credi- 
tors were not very big. Unless they came 
down -n an avalanche there was nothing in 
it. . The ordinary business trade creditors 
could. be easily satisfied. 

Your contention is that this was a mere 
t retext ?—Yes. 
Supposing it was sound, would you have 
preferred paying interest on the deposits or 
to the bank or to the trade creditors? 
Witness—Which do I think would have 
been the most dangerous? 

Mr. Justice Hanna— Yes. 

Witness—It is very bard to answer a 
hypothetical question like that. If the bank 
were inclined, they could drive the company 
into liquidation by pressing for their £68,000. 
Mr. Justice Hanna—The bank are to be 
preferred to-trade creditors? It is a very 
serious decision—it is very difficult, it is suck 
an absurd case. 

I am wapotren for the absurdity ?—I did 
not mean that, your lordship. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—I quite understand. 
Trade creditors, proceeded witness, are pre- 
pared to wait for three weeks beyond the. 
dates at which their accounts become due. If 
they were postponed for a few days or a week 
it would not make any difference to our busi- 
uess. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You have not answered 
my question.—It is so hypothetical it is diffi- 
cult to answer. 

Supposing you came to the conclusion that 
it was not a pretext to make the till empty, 
do you still say you would prefer the bank 
to be paid rather than your trade creditors ’— 
Surely not. If you did, your trade creditors 
would blow you up in a month. 
Witness made a reply. and Mr. Justice 
Hanna asked: Are you embarrassed? 

When witness replied ' Yes” there was 
laughter in court. 

Mr. Leonard resumed his examination, and 
took witness through the proceedings at a 
number of Board meetings. There was, he 
said, a general meeting on 14th August. 
Were the resolutions passed the same as at 
the June meeting, amending the articles’— 
Yes. 

There was a letter írom the bank dated 
21st August, in which it was stated that 
they had agreed to the account being con- 
tinued until the end of the year at the rates 
of reduction, subject, however, to the account 
being worked within the sanctioned figures. 
Those were the figures which you had put 
before the Board in contradiction to the 
managing director’s!—Yes. 

Mr. McGuire wrote a letter to the bank, in 
which he stated that he must dissent from 
accepting the contents of the bank’s letter. 
‘The sums mentioned were only part of the 
directors’ plan to attempt to take out of the 
business in their own personal interest other 
large sums which the business cannot stand 
at present.” Do you agree with the statement 
in that letter?—No. 

Is there a word of truth in it?—I cannot 
understand it, and I do not believe it. 


CURTAILING CREDIT, 


Mr. McGuire stated that he was curtailing 
credit business of every kind, and that he 
had dismissed your English traveller, who 
used to call on convents. One-of the Trish 
travellers who was ill was not being replaced, 
and another was being taken off the road. 
They were not looking for that business, but 
whoever looked for it would get it. They were 
slow in paying. | 
Witness—His

reat idea was to increase the 
cash trade. With regard to their withdrawal 
from trading with convents, witness ex- 
claimed: ‘It was an appalling business,’’ 
What was it worth?£70,000 a year. Wa

Mr, FiteGerald—Had you any business 
training ?~-I was only going to the Bar, and 
was called after I was gazetted. 


NO COMMERCIAL TRAINING. 


Had you any training in accountancy, 
commerce or business before going into the 
Army ?~I had no commercial training, and 
remained in the Army until 1924.. When in 
the Army I was in charge of administration, 
and got a certain amount of training. I was 
very much interested in a scheme of adminis- 
tration at Woolwich in connection with Army 
messing. 
You became good at messing?—I had no 
experience in company management or ac- 
counts, except, ‘‘ messing’’ accounts. In 1929 
I joined the Westminster Garage Company, 
and it was my first venture in business. 
What was the capital of that company?— 
£20,000; and for my qualification shares 1 
paid £170. i 
You had no capital to invest for the re- 
organisation of Clery’s?’—That is quite right; 
but my wife held a Jarge amount of preference 
shares in Clerv’s—4,400 £5 shares. 
Your only interest in Clery’s was to see 
that Lady~Nixon got the interest to which 
she was entitled for her shares?’—Yes; and 
1 saw Dr. Murphy in 1928. There was some- 
thing like £195,000 of an overdraft in front 
u any payment on the preference shares '— 
es, 

In addition to the £195,000, there were 
cheques amounting to £10,965 outstanding, 
and you knew that the bank could not go 
beyond the outstanding cheques that had 
been debited to the account’—No. I took it 
that there was an increuse in the overdraft, 
but did not know the cheques were held 
in suspense, because they were not met. I did 
not discuss with Dr. Murphy the state of the 
company with the bank, and when I met Mr. 
McGuire afterwards I do not think I went 
into the consideration of the matter with him, 
Did he not tell you that-it.was only by: 
the utmost care the business could be kept 
going’—I do not think I had any discussion 
with Mr. McGuire about the state of the 
business. What was troubling me was the 
renewal of the payment of the dividends on 
the preference shaves My conversation with 
Mr. McGuire was about getting Dr. Murphy’s 
interest transferred to him or some syndicate 
which I was getting together. 

Was not your object in coming together to 
discuss this matter’—Possibly. 1 suppose you 
think I am joking. 

Mr. FitzGerald—-No; but I think you are 
forgetful. 


FRICTION AND CHAOS, 


Witness said that over the suspension of 
the cumulative preference dividend he knew 
that there were friction and chaos between 
the Board and the managing director, and his 
idea in connection with the syndicate was to 
get rid of that by effecting a change. He 
gathered from Mr. McGuire that he could not 
tolerate the state of affairs, which was 
becoming desperate. He thought Mr. McGuire 
was anxious to get out, 

Mr. FitzGerald—-The whole of this syndi- 
eatic idea of yours wag a trial offer and did 
not go any farther?—I asked Mr. McGuire 
would he come along, and suggested that the 
intolerable state of affairg would come to an 
end, and that he would buy out Dr. Murphy's 
irterest in the business. Mr. McGuire ex- 
pressed himself very pleased, and was de- 
lighted. “ What 1s more.” he said, ‘‘I will 
go in myself to your syndicate to the extent 
of £30,000.”” 

I take it that this was all mere talk ?-—Do 
you suggest I was not genuine? 

An experiment J] would say, to see how 
far you could go?’—I was in deadly earnest. 
In 1930, said the witness, he reopened 
negotiations with Dr. Murphy, and in April 
of 1930 Dr. Murphy sent him a copy of Mr. 
McGuire’s agreement. That was the first 
time he had seen the agreement. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did Dr. Murphy not 
say: ‘‘ We have Mr. McGuire in as managing 
director and he is in control and has a very 
unusual agreement ?''--Not at that time. It 
was later on that I learned from Dr. Murphy 
that Mr. McGuire had wide powers under the 
agreement. 

Was # not in consequence of some con- 
versation like that that Dr. Murphy sent you 
the agreement !—No, my lord. 

Mr. FitzGerald put it to the witness that 
hs knew the financial position of the company 
from the balance sheet in 1930, and! that he 
knew that that financial position was Dr. 
Murphy’s reason for disposing of hig interest 
in the company. 


REASON FOR SELLING. 


Witness said that he thought Dr. Murphy’s 
reason for disposing of his interest in the 
company was that Dr. Murphy was getting 
tired of Mr. McGuire. 

Mr. FitzGeraldYou were equally sure 
that Mr. McGuire was tired of Dr. Murphy !—

Mr. FitzGerald next questioned the witness 
about Mr, McGuire’s letter of protest to the 
auditors, following their recommendation of 
the payment of a preference dividend and the 

me wd of the auditors (already published), and 
asked Sir Christopher if he did not think 
there was some inconsistency: there. 

The witness replied that he did not think 
so. The auditors originally made four sugges- 
tions, “if the company was to be saved ”;

THE DUBLIN WAR 
MEMORIAL PARK. 


The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN. 
MENT and PUBLIC HEALTH, replying to 
Mr. Norton (Labour, Kildare) in the Dail 
yesterday, said that the number of houses 
erected ‘4 mm persons, Public Utility 
Societies, and lecal authorities in urban and 
rural areas under the Housing and Miscel- 
laneous Provisions Act, 1932, up to Ist 
February, 1934, was as follows :— 

By private persons and Publie Utility 
Societies, 3,219 (1.675 urban, 1,544 ie 
erected; approved for erection, 8,040 (1,79

A PUBLIN INCIDENT. 


Mr. BELTON (U_1.P., North Dublin) asked 
the Minister for Justice if he would state 
whether it was proposed to take any action 
arising out of the demonstration towards the 
deputy and delegates to the United Ireland 
Party Convention on the night of February 
9th, 1934, by a hostile and disorderly crowd 
of men, two of whom were caught and 
brought to a Garda in Dawson street; and 
whether any inquiries had been made in the 
matter, and, if so, what was the result and 
nature of such inquiries. 

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE said that 
he had made inquiries into the matter, and 
had ascertained that nothing occurred in the 
presence or hearing of the Guards in Dawson 
street which would justify the arrest of the 
two men who were pointed out to them by 
Deputy Belton and Dr. Hennessy. He was 
informed that the dephty and Dr. Hennessy 
admitted that they were not assaulted or 
threatened bv those men. The names and 
addresses of the men were taken by the Garda 
and offered to the deputy. He was satisfied 
that no further action could properly have: 
been taken by the Garda in the matter. 

Mr. BELTON asked whether the Minister 
had ascertained that the crowd had followed 
him and Dr. Hennessy from Grafton street, 
and called them murderers and members of a 
murder gang. Did the Minister consider that 
groups ceuld go round insulting citizens on 
the streefs of Dublin without any action being 
taken by the Guards in the matter? 

The MINISTER said that he was not taking 
up that\position. The two men, when pointed 
out to the Garda, denied having done any- 
thing or that they were in Wicklow street 
at all. The deputy was asked by the Guards 
if he had been assaulted or threatened, and 
said he had not. In the circumstances, the 
Guards had no power other than take the 
names of the two men and give them to the 
deputy, and let him take whatever action he 
liked. 


VALUE OF IMPORTS. 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, reply- 
ing for the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, informed Mr. Mulcahy (U.1.P., North 
Dublin) that the value of shirts and collars, 
blankets and brushes imported during the year 
ended 3lst December, 1933, was as follows :— 
Shirts not hosiery, £6,854; collars, £10,852 ; 
blankets, £5,895; blanketing, £739; brushes 
and brooms, £32,223. 


FERTILISER INDUSTRY. 
Dr. RYAN, replying for the Minister for 


Industry and Commerce, informed Mr. 
Anthony, Ind: Labour, Cork), that, owing 
to the seasonal nature of the manufacture of 
fertilisers industry, the figures of employ- 
ment were not collected in respect of dates 
mentioned by the deputy. The following 
information, however, had been supplied to 
his Department in regard to employment in 
the industry :—On the 26th October, 1981, 
employment was given to 695 persons by six 
firms; on 16th March, 1933, the number was 
825 for six firms, and on 26th October, 1933, 
the number was 533 for four firms. The 
two remaining firms did not re-open until 


after the 26th October, 1935. 
TOBACCO-GROWING. 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
replying to Mr. Cosgrave (U.I.P., Cork), 
said that the Revenue Commissioners had 
received -numerous applications for licences 
to grow tobacco during the coming season. 
In each case they had provisionally approved 
the growitlg of tobacco on the area specified 
in the application. Each applicant had been 
notified that the area was approved, subject 
to the condition that such approval might be 
revoked or modijied as a result of future 
legislation providing for the regulation and 
control of tobacco-growing in the Free State. 
It was not possible to state at present 
whether the area applied for would or would 
not be finally approved, 

The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE, 
in further reply to Mr. Cosgrave, said that 
the question whether the area of the tobacco 
crop to be grown this year would be 
restricted would depend on the extent to 
which applications for licences to grow 
tobacco were received. It was not proposed 
to permit the growing of tobacco to an 
extent greatly in excess of the quantity 
grown last year. In the event of restriction 
being found necessary regard would be had 
to the suitability of the applicants and the 
facilities at their disposal for the growing 
and curing of tobacco on a commerical basis. 


STALL-FED CATTLE, 


Mr. J. KEATING (U.LP., Wexford) 
asked the Minister for Agriculture if he had 
taken any steps to find an alternative 
market for the big surplus of stall-fed cattle 
that would be left on the hands of farmers 
when the British quota had been filled up, 
and, if so. when he hoped to be in a position 
to inform the farmers of his plans relative 
thereto. 

The MINISTER (Dr. Ryan) said that he

spondent), France is soberly preparing herself 
against a repetition of the German invasion 
ot 1914. 

Hitler’s demands for more guns and | 
standing Army of 300,000 men have spurre 
on the efforts of the French military authori 
ties to make their frontiers scientifically 
‘‘attack-proof,” and tighten up the efficiency 
of their Army—already one of the most 
powerful fighting machines in the world. 

On the Eastern front the French defences 
fall into three sections:—(l) The Belgian 
frontier, across which the German soldiers 
poured twenty years ago; (2) the centre 
section, from Belgium to the Rhine; (ó) the 
natural barsier of the Rhine itself. ~~ 

So far France has concentrated on the 
centre section, where at current rates about 
£48,000 000 has been spent on steel and con- 
crete fortifications in recent years. Workers 
in the Metz region and along the Lauter 
River have been steadily forging the links in 
France's chain of defence for a distance of 
125 miles. At strategic points great concrete 
forts have been built with a series of case- 
mates—or shell-proof vaults for machine-guns 
—linked by underground passages. 

These forts are from six to eighteen miles 
apart, and between them are small groups of 
casemates about two miles apart, and between 
the casemates,. at intervals of half a mile, are 
concrete shelters, built to withstand heavy 
artillery fire and harbour nests of macinne- 
suns. Subterranean tunnels link most of the 
works, enabling guns and munitions to be 
rushed from point to point on underground 
railways. 


ALMOST INVISIBLE, 


The new fortifications are almost entirely 
below surface. Those sections which appear 
above the ground have been designed to con- 
form to the contours of the surrounding 
country. ‘They hide under a knoll, cling to 
the side of a hill or bury themselves in a 
natural mound. With the passage of time 
engineers expect that they will be almost in- 
invisible at a few yards. 

Mafiy modern mechanical devices are in- 
stalled for the comfort and safety of the de- 
fenders, including electricity for cooking, 
lighting and heating; ventilating machinery 


‘to expel poison gas, rest rooms deep in the 


earth to which the vibrations of shell fire 
cannot reach, operating rooms and infirmaries. 

South of these defences, on the French side 
of the Rhine, concrete fortifications have also 
been constructed at the most vulnerable 
points. 

So far the Belgian frontier has no big 
forts, but high-speed trench-digging_ machines 
known as “ flying-fortresses’’ are held in 
readiness for an emergency. In one week all 
of them working together are said to be 
capable of digging a continuous trench system 
from the Saar to the North Sea—a distance 
of more than 200 miles. | 

Recently M. Daladier, when Minister of 
War, expressed concern ove* France's de- 
fences along the Belgian frontier, and told 
the Chamber of Deputies that he would ask 
for credits for the construction of forts to- the 
sea. Belgium has promised to develop her 
own defensive system in co-operation with 
France. 

‘Meanwhile France’s man power is being 
eastern front and defend the ports.

Sir Akbar’s feat is the more remarkab > in 
that tha social services of Hyderabad lave 
never suffered through lack of funds. The 
standard of education is very high indeed;

introduced in the spheres of communication, 
housing, and transport. 

An important aspect of Hyderabad’s 
finances, which is often overlooked, relates 
to the complete independence of the national 
distinct from that of the 
Nizam. Many stories have been told of the 
alleged fabulous wealth of this potentate. 
His: worldly possessions have been a more 
fruitful theme for comment than even the 
many and far-sighted reforms he has imtro- 
duced in his own country. The latest report 
is to the effect that the boom in gold has 
made him richer by £60,000,000. However 
heavily he may be endowed b\ inheritance 
with earthly goods, however, his private 
fortune has no connection with the national 
revenues.

M. Doumergue is essaying a task at 
which so many of his predecessors have 
failed—the balancing of the Budget. He 
is armed, indeed, with stronger 
weapons. for the first time in two 
years France’s Government. is some- 
thing more than a hotchpotch of varying 
interests, dependent on the support of this 
party or that party, and confident of one 
thing only—that the neeessary support 
will be withdrawn as soon as the occasion 
it arrives. M. Doumergue has 
managed to form a Government of 
National Union, representative of every 
party in the Chamber, save the Socialists 
and Communists. To-day he possesses a 
majority of nearly 300, and the omens are 
that he will keep most of it. The Chamber 
of Deputies has received a thorough fright. 
Only a few weeks ago it awoke to the 
realisation that it was by no means 
popular with the people of France, and 
that the whole parliamentary system was 
in imminent danger. Probably, if ‘the 
Stavisky scandals had not come to light, 
the jarring sects still would be quarrelling 
with one another. Now they know that 
they must restore the. prestige of the 
Chamber; and their first action must be 
the stabilising of the country’s finances. 
Nobody expects Socialist support; but, 
with or without it, the job can be done so 
long as M. Doumergue can keep the other

parties under his control. 

France’s financial “plight is extremely 
crave, For years past her Governments 
have been budgetting annually for a 
deficit, and she is saddled now with an 
appalling burden of debt. Recent 
Premiers have done their best. to restore 
order to the Treasury, and one by one’ they 
have fallen before the opposition of the 
Chamber. The fight has raged chiefly 
round last year’s propdsal to reduce the 
salaries of public servants; and it seems 


a centrepiece of his Budget plans. In

stantial tax on foreign 


visitors in France, The laws against tax 
evasion will Le strengthened, and a. ost of 
minor adjustments will help to bring 
revenue up to the level of expenditure. M. 
Doumergue's fear is that, if his plans fail 
to balance the Budget, the country will be 
forced off gold. Already the franc has 
received a severe shaking from President 
Roosevelt’s devalued dollar, and an un- 
satisfactory Budget might the 
currency. Confidence, as M, Doumergue 
pointed out Jast week in the Chamber, is 
France’s prime need at the moment; and 
nothing will inspire confidence like a 
balanced Budget. 

There are, however, other matters which 
must be set to rights before M. Doumergue 
can lay valid claim to the confidence of the 
French people. Unless the Stavisky 
scandal is handled firmly, not all the 
virtues of a balanced Budget will save M.

Doumergue. A commission of inquiry is 
being constituted, but it must act quickly 
if it is to be of any use. Then there is the 
problem of foreign trade—particularly of 
trade with Great Britain. The dispute 


between the two countries has caused 


a sharp cleavage of interests : in 
France; for, while the people as a 
whole stand . resolutely behind their 


Government's action, it is unquestionable 
that the British duties will add seriously to 
the French unemployment figures, and 
manufacturers are far from easy in their 
minds. In the next place, the ‘opinion is 
growing that a Government which is racked 
internally by party quarrels, and harassed 
by financial alarms, cannot devote proper 
attention to the increasing complexity of 
foreign affairs.

“Ceylon and India. 


For more than a hundred years Ceylon 
was a peaceful and prosperous island. It 
was administered by British officials, who 
brought to their work those qualities of 
integrity and devotion that made, and 
hitherto. have maintained, the Indian 
Empire. Then Ceylon evolved a clamorous 
minoyity, which demanded  self-govern- 
ment. British democracy lent a ready ear; 
a Commission was despatched to Ceylon, 
and, as a result of its recommendations, a 
form of popular control was established 
three years ago. To-day the island enjoys 
adult suffrage of both sexes, and elects 
seven of the ten Ministers who manage its 
affairs. The swift results of this curious 
experiment have been political strife, 
administrative confusion, economic loss 
and a growing demand for complete inde- 
pendence. Native administration is extra- 
vagant. British trade is hampered in many 
ways and is losing ground. A deliberate 
campaign has been started against British 
Civil Servants, and has been so successful 
that already many of them have abandoned 
their life’s work in the island. Yesterday 
Sir Henry Page Croft brought these facts 
before the House of Commons, and 
proposed that. the working of the constitu- 
tional reforms should be studied at close 
quarters by a Parliamentary Commission. 
His purpose is to ensure that Parliament 
shall have full knowledge of the results of 
democratic control in Ceylon before it is 
asked to consider the British Government's 
plan of self-government for India. The 
debate was adjourned, but not before it 
had revealed the Cabinet’s attitude to any 
sort of impartial inquiry, An _ official 
amendment was proposed, on the ground 
that the value of the Ceylonese reforms 
could not be judged by the results of three 
years’ working. The excuse is mere 
evasion ; for the facts of the present situa- 
tion in Ceylon are notorious, and that 
situation is going from bad to worse.

“* Joy-Riding.” 
Yesterday in the Dublin Circuit Court 
Judge Shannon issued a very plain warning 


against the practice of “ joy-riding.’’ The 
practice is more prevalent across the 


Channel than it is in Ireland; but it has 
become increasingly common in Dublin 
during the past year or two, and a week 
seldom passes in which it has not inspired 
cases in the metropolitan courts. Young 
people, of course, see nothing in it but a 
harmless prank; there is no question of 
theft in their minds, The line between 
theft and “ borrowing,’’ however, is not 
drawn easily ; and, at the very least, ‘‘ joy- 
riding involves interference with the 
property of other people that no casuistry 
can defend. Moreover, as Judge Shannon 
pointed out, there is a severely practical, 
and highly. dangerous, aspect of the 
problem. Usually the ‘‘ borrowers ” of 
cars possess no driving licences and are not 
covered by insurance, so that, if accidents 
occur, it is not easy to fix the liability. 
We might add that, to judge from the 
number of casualties in which borrowed 
cars are involved, the majority of the 
borrowers are anything but skilful drivers ; 
and, even if they have the skill, they lack 
the sense of responsibility which urges the 
real owner of a car to take due precautions. 
In all probability the practice will decline 
from now onwards; for, very sensibly, the 
framers of the new Free State Road Traffic 
Act have inserted a clause which puts heavy 
penalties on ‘‘ joy-riders.’’ The peril of 
the roads to-day, even in the normal condi- 
tions of traffic, is very considerable, and it 
must not be increased by these illegal and 
thoughtless practices.

Drought in London, 


London must face the prospect of water 
rationing within three weeks unless there 
is a heavy rainfall in. the meanwhile. 
Supplies drawn from the River Lea are 
unprecedentedly low. The reservoirs are 
almost dangerously depleted, and, tNough 
water is being taken from the Thames, 
it is impossible to say how long this can 
last, since the streams supplying the 
river are drying up. The great reservoi's 
contain 14,000,000,000 gallofis, but the 
daily demands are in the neighbourhood 
of 285.000.000 gallons, and thus norma! 
demands can he met for less than fifty 
days. The Ministry of Health will issue 
a circular in a few days’ time, givin: 
advice to local authorities on emergency 
measures to combat the serious droug)'t. 
It will suggest that there shall he 
restriction on the use of water for house 
hold, garden and other purposes, apart 
from industrial necessity, until the rain 
comes. 


Cocoa Production. 


Replies have not yet been received from 
all the countries which were approached 
with regard to the holding of an inter- 
national conference to regulate the produc- 
tion of cocoa. There is no doubt that the 
supply of this commodity has increased to 
such an extent in recent years that it is 
now in excess of the demand; and, with 
a view to the maintenance of the price at 
an economic level, some form of restriction 
is suggested. The British Government is 
interested in this question, since most ol 
the world’s cocoa supply is produced in 
the British Empire, but a restriction 
scheme which did not include all produc- 
ing countries would be useless, and it 1s 
by no means certain that a conference 
representative of all cocoa-growing areas 
can be arranged. 


The London-Melbourne Race. 


Britain will be well represented in next 
October’s air race from London to Me!l- 
bourne, and the leading aircraft manufac- 
turers have prepared plans for machines 
suitable for the flight. It is wnderstool 
that Mr. J. A. Mollison will take part in 
the event with his wife, and that the 
makers have undertaken to give a guarantee 
that his machine will have a speed in 
excess of 200 miles an hour. A special 
twin-engined machine is being built to the 
order of Captain T. Neville Stack, the 
Irish pilot, who has many long and speedy 
flights to his credit. There may be five 
other British competitors, while Australia 
will be represented by Sir Charles Kings- 
ford Smith, and there will be at least one 
Dutch pilot, as well as four or five from 
the United States.

STAVISKY WITNESS 
SILENCED. 


KILLED BECAUSE HE 
“ KNEW TOO MUCH.” 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
DIJON, Wednesday. 


ALBERT PRINCE, ex-Departmental 
s Chief of the Public Prosecutor's 
Department, who handled inquiries into 
the. Oustric, Mme. Hanau and Stavisky 
affairs between 1925 and 1931, was found 
dead this morning on the Paris-Dijon rail- 
way line in circumstances pointing to foul 
lay. 

The belief that the motives of the crime 
were political is gaining ground. In view 
of M. Prince’s key position, it is deduced 
that he died because he knew too much. 
M. Prince was this morning to have 
given evidence, says the Liberté, before 
the Commission of Inquiry in regard to 
the non-transmission of the reports of 
Police Commissioner Pachot concerning 
Stavisky. He would, says the paper, have 
been able to establish whose was the 
responsibility that no action was taken on 
the damning contents of these reports. 


DECOY MESSAGES. 


The facts of the case are:— 

M. Prince received from Dijon a tele- 
hone call—since proved to have been 
bias ana “ Mother ill. Come imme- 
diately.” ; 

He at once left, Paris to go to his mother 
in Dijon. After his departure his wife 
received a telegram from Dijon, purporting 
to come from- her husband, saying: 
“ Mother safely operated. Doing well.’’ 
This is regarded by the police as an obvious 
‘“blind’’ to postpone the opening of 
inquiries so that the murderers could make 
good their escape. 

Early this morning M. Prince’s body 
was found terribly mutilated on the line 
a mile outside Dijon. The police thought 
first that the dead man had been murdered 
in the train. But as M. Prince was found 
to have been bound and stabbed it is 
supposed that the murderers, in placing 
the body on the line, hoped that passing 
trains would demolish it beyond recogni- 
tion. 


MET BY “FRIENDS.” 


It is now ascertainag that M. Prince 
arrived at. Dijon at 4.50 p.m. yesterday, 
and it is rumoured that he was met at 
the station by persons whom he appeared 
to know, and with whom he entered a 
motor car, 
Pieces of M. Prince’s cuff-links have 
been found by the police near Dijon, ‘on 
the road to Paris, according to the 
Journal, and the police surmise that the 
body was taken in a motor car along the 
Paris road, Another part of the cuff-links 
was picked up 150 yards from the spot 
where the body was found. The police 
attach great importance to this discovery, 
At the Palace of Justice in Paris to- 
day it was recalled that M. Cordon, M. 
Prince’s predecessor as head of the 
Financial Section of the Public Prosecu- 
tor’s Department, died in tragic circum- 
stances in a motor car accident near Dijon. 
The news of the death caused the greatest 
emotion, as M. Prince was honoured as a 
magistrate of sterling integrity.

Mulcahy, who continued the debate yes- 
terday, fought a losing battle with the 
Speaker for nearly half an hour, and then 
gave way to Mr. Fitzgerald, whose argu- 
ments with the same oppynent on points 
of order were the most protracted por- 
tions of his speech, 


- 


Both Mr. Mulcahy and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald took up the question of the ex- 
cisions from Jlast week's issue of 


United Ireland, which were made by the 
printer under the benevolent direction of 
the Attorney-General. At least, Mr. 
Maguire contended that his réle in the 
affair was a benevolent one, though Mr. 
Mulcahy: described it as ‘‘ bludgeoning ”’ 
the printer. Mr. Fitzgerald took the 
more or less middle path by absolving 
the Attorney-General from blame, but 
arguing that the real trouble was the

PARNELL SQUARE.

He saw no reason for 
rejecting the verdict of ‘‘ competent 
officers,’ but Mr. Cosgrave insisted that 
the matter was too serious for ‘‘ those who 
were charged to be judges and jury.” 
“That is a get-out,’ snapped Mr. 
Cosgrave angrily, when the Minister 
‘turned the course of the argument by 
suggesting that he should pass the basis of 
his information on to the police. ‘‘ It is 
not a get-out,’’ rejoined Mr. Ruttledge, 
with equal heat, and then Mr. de Valera 
jumped into the fray. 
“I think the leader of the Opposi- 
tion has acted in a most outrageous 
manner,” he declared, in charging Mr. 
Cosgrave with having prejudiced the 
inquiries of the police. What should have 
been done, he contended, was for Mr. 
Cosgrave to have raised the matter by a 
private notice question, or else to have 
given his information to the Minister for 
Justice, so that it could have been 
examned without prejudice. 

By this time there were two debates 
in progress simultaneously—one between 
Mr. Ruttledge and Mr. Mulcahy, and the 
other between Mr. de Valera and Mr.

‘It is caleulated to bring the Govern- 
ment into contempt, and worse,” ex- 
claimed Mr. de Valera, returning to his 
grievance, after a strident passage-at- 
arms with the irritated Mr. Fitzgerald; 
‘It is sedition of the worst type.” 
The most reasoned contribution from the 
Government benches came from Mr.

FRENCH WARNING OF 
COAL QUOTA “CUT.” 


REFUSAL TO REMOVE

PARIS, Wednesday. 
The French Government notified 1im- 
porters of British coal to-day that the 
coal quota will be reduced by ten per 
cent. on March 1st unless a general trade 
agreement is reached with Great Britain 
before then. | 
France is also cutting by ten per cent. 
the coal quotas for Holland and Poland. 
The coal quota was cut by ten per cent. 
on December list last, and a further re- 
duction of ten per cent. was discussed at 
the end of January. T'e February quota, 
however, was maintained at the same level 
as for December and January. 
As coal represents some 40 per cent. of 
the total of British exports to France, it 
is the item by means of which France can 
most effectively bring pressure to bear. 
The French Government's reply to the 
British Note on quotas and trade, negotia- 
tions was handed to Sir John Simon yes- 
terday by the French Ambassador in 
London. 
The Note, it is understood, suggests 
that negotiations for a new commercial 
treaty between the two countries should 
be opened as soon as possible. If negotia- 
tions for a new treaty are arranged, France 
will not resort to the counter-measures 
which have been considered since the 
British twenty per cent. duties were im- 
posed last week.

After saying that some members sup- 
ported the amendment through ignorance 
and confusion and others to counteract 
political propaganda of the Opposition, 
The Times adds: The third motive behind 
the revolt was less unflattering to the 
rebels.

PO sea at the prospect of a serious 
water shortage throughout Ireland 
this summer is expressed in a number of 
reports which have been received from 
country districts. Not only will Ireland 
suffer severely from the drought, but the 
position in Great Britain is also grave, 
and representations regarding shortage of 
water have been made by seventeen rural 
bodies to the Minister of Health (Sir 
Hilton Young) since the beginning of this 
year. 

Yesterday civil engineers commented on 
the proposal to establish a reservoir at 
Poulaphouca for the improvement of 
Dublin’s water supply, and one of them 
pointed out that the scheme would pro- 
vide for a daily supply of fifty gallons of 
water per head, whereas the present 
Vartry ‘system was only planned to allow 
the use of twenty-five gallons per head. 
The suggestions that have been made in 
previous years for the laying of additional 
pipes from the Roundwood Reservoir to 
the distributing reservoirs at Stillorgan 
were also commented on, but I was told 
that the pressure would be insufficient 
for the higher levels of the area to be 
supplied, and also teo low to meet the 
needs of the Fire Brigade. Apart from 
this fact, it must be remembered. that this 
year the City Engineer pointed out -that 
it is not the inadequacy of the pipe lines 
that is the trouble; it is just that the 
volume of water is not in the Roundwood 
Reservoir. Yesterday was the twenty- 
seventh consecutive day without rain in 
the catchment area of this reservoir. 


TYPHOID IN KERRY. 


In Kerry the county’ medical officer, 
Dr. Bastible, in notifying outbreaks of 
typhoid to the Board of Health, stated 
that one feature common to all the cases 
was that the victims’ water supplies came 
mainly from shallow wells. Many of 
these weils are virtually dry, said Dr. 
Bastible, and, consequently, are most 
liable to pollution. 

A report from Ballymoney states that 
the water supply to both the fever and 
general hospitals failed last wogk owing 
to the difficulty of getting onthe ire the 
town. : 

Bangor, County Down, is also meeting 
with difficulties. Its reservoir ran com- 
pletely dry, and supplies have had to be 
purchased from Lord Dufferin, and more 
than 17,000,000 gallons have already been 
pumped from the lake on his estate at 
Clandeboye. 


RATIONING POSSIBLE 
IN BELFAST. 


Despite the fact that the Silent Valley 
reservoir holds 3,000,000,000 gallons of 
water, Belfast is facing the prospect of 
having its supplies rationed. The new 
reservoir has still to be connected with the 
County, Antrim side of the city, which, 
at the present time, obtains most of its 
water from reservoirs at Woodruff (which 
are 50 per cent. below their normal level 
for this time of the year) and Stoneyford, 
where the amount of water is 34 per cent. 
below the average for the past 25 years. 
Warnings have been issued to the ¢itizens 
to economise in the use of water, but, if 
the present dry weather continues, drastic 
restrictions of the supply will have to be 
made. 

Omagh and Newry Councils have issued 
warnings to the public as to the need for 
economy, While Armagh has never com- 
pletely overcome the shortage which it 
suffered last year. 

Parts of County Kilkenny are suffering 
from water shortage already, and at 
Thomastown the Nore is at its lowest level 
ever known for this time of the year. The 
River Shannon is also low, but it is stated 
that, as yet, there is no danger that the 
power house at Ardnacrusha will be in 
dificulties as regards its supply for 
electricity generating purposes. 


BANTRY AND DISTRICT. 


Although Cork City is reported to have 
plenty of water, the wells and streams in 
the Bantry district are nearly dry, and in 
virtually the same condition as they were 
last summer. People are having to carry 
water long distances for domestic purposes 
and for the watering of cattle. A. scheme 
to provide a water supply for Strandhill, 
Collooney and Ballymote has, unfortu- 
nately, been held up by the Sligo County 
Council, by a majority of one vote, as the 
Board of Health proposed to make the cost 
of the scheme—approximately £21,000— 
chargeable over the whole county. 

The utilisation of the Banagher dam for 
water storage has been rendered necessary 
in view of the decreased rainfall in the 
Londonderry district, and the Mayor of 
Derry (Sir D. E. B. M‘Corkell) has an- 
nounced that storage there will be com- 
menced as soon as possible. Strabane 
Rural Council has agreed to go ahead with 
plans for a water supply for Plumbridge ; 
and owing to the present well at Ballyma- 
gorry becoming unsuitable for drinking 
purposes the engineer has been instructed 
to seek a new source of supply. 

Donegal waterworks are being extended, 
and work is also being proceeded with at 
Falcarragh, Co. Donegal. The medical 
officer of that county has declared the water 
at Greencastle unsatisfactory, and a new 
source of sipply is being sought by the 
engineer, ' 


LONDON. 

To-day, when the British Government’s 
Rural Water Supplies Bill, which is to 
provide £1,000,000 to assist local authori- 
ties in providing waterworks, is read a 
second time before the House of Commons, 
i¢ is anticipated that the Minister of 
Health will be severely criticised regarding 
the inadequacy of the proposals, as many 
country districts are suffering acutely 
from water shortage at the present time. 
London also received a bad shock when 
it was announced that the Metropolitan 
Water Board may have to consider restrict- 
ing supplies to consumers, in view of the 
fact that the rainfall for the past six 
months was the lowest for the past fifty 
years.

T the Military Tribunal yesterday, 

A peared before the Military ‘Lribunat, 

sitting at Collins Barracks, Dublin, 

on charges relating to a raid on the house of 

Denis Murray, waich occurred on January 
27th, 1934. 

The prisoners were :— 

James Kendellon, Kelleher’s 
Cork ; 

Sean Condon, Ballyvolane road, Cork; 

Stephen Walsh, Stream Hill, Cork. 

, They were charged (1) with conspiring to 
murder John Murray; (2) with conspiring to 
assault John Murray, and to break and enter, 
under arms, the dwellinghouse of Denis 
Murray; (3) wounding with intent to murder 
Robert Peglar; (4) attempting to murder 
John Murray by shooting at him; (5) at-

tempting to murder Robert Peglar by shoot- 


ing at him; (6) shooting at John Murray with 
intent to do him grievous bodily harm, or 
to resist the lawfui apprehension of James 
Kendellon ; (7) shooting with intent at Robert 
Peglar; (8) maliciously wounding Robert 


guilty to charges 11 anc 12. : 
To all the other charges the three prisoners 


answered ‘‘ Not guilty. 


FIRED AT JOHN MURRAY. 

Mr. Black said that on 27th January last 
the good citizens of Cork might have felt 
that they were disgraced by the cowardly 
outrage which ‘then occurred. There was how- 
ever, no reason to believe that any organisa- 
tion was connected with the outrage. One 
of the prisoners would mention an organisa- 
tion, but counsel would not sav it was im- 
plicated. Counsel hoped that if the prisoner 
had been a member of the organisation he 
had been expelled, and that the members of 
it would feel the disgrace of the outrage even 
more keenly than did the citizens of this 
country in general. Counsel said that about 
9.50 p.m., on the 27th gin see Denis Mur- 
ray, who was head of a family living in a 
small cottage in Old Youghal road, was sit- 
ting with his wife, his son John, his daughter 
po three neighbours in his kitchen. Ken- 
dellon and Condon suddenly forced their way 
in, and Kendellon, raising a revolver, fired 
two shots at John Murray, who was, seated 
by the fire. Those might have been blank 
shots, because the cind, oí bullets picked 
up after the affray did not correspond with 
the firing. The only harm done was that 
Miss Murray had her cheek scorched by the 
revolver shots. 

“The family. at once precipitated them- 
selves upon the two men,  con- 
tinued counsel, ‘‘and in some way pushed 
them out of the kitchen. Then an extraordinary 
thing happened. Kendellon, before the eyes 
of three Guards who were Jooking aíter 
Murray’s house, and were now rushing u 
to the spot, again raised his revolver an 
fired a number of shots at the house. Three 
of the bullets pierced the outer door, one 
was found embedded’ in the inner door, and 
one bullet went through the window: This 
was done, defiantly, in spite of the Guards, 
One of the shots wounded a neighbour of the 
Murray’s, Robert Peglar, who was in the 
kitchen. Jt punctured his skin at the right 
shoulder, after piercing all his clothes. 

‘The Guards saw this last episode,” said 
counsel: ‘‘they saw Kendellon blazing away 


, 


“at the house with his revolver.”’ 


One of the two who were with Kendellon 
was, however, apparently struggling with 
him, and counsel supposed the suggestion 
would be mado that the other’s object was 
to stop Kendellon from continuing the fire. 
All three men had been in a public-house 
belonging to a Mrs, Maher until shortly be- 
fore the outrage took place. 

John Murray swore that when Kendellon 
opened the door he said to witness that he 
wanted to speak to him. As the witness 
got up. Kendellon pulled a revolver from be- 
hind his back and fired at the witness. The 
witness picked up an iron file from behind 
a cupboard and rushed at Kendellon. They 
got, Kendellon out, and he then fired through 
the door, Peglar was wounded and ran out 
the back door. ‘‘ The next time I saw 
Kendellon.’’ said witness, “he was being 
brought down the road, under arrest, by the 
Guards, He said: ‘I'll get you yet, Mur- 
ray... 

Cross-examined by counsel for Kendellon, 
the witness said that he had appeared before 
the Tribunal once before, in connection with 
his carrying a baton. 

Counsel—I suggest you are a very truculent 
and troublesome person? 

John Murray—No, sir. 

He had been in the British Army, but had 
not been dismissed; he had discharge-papers. 
He had not been making himself savleanant 
and a nuisance in the vicinity by making 
remarks about persons from whom he differed 
politically. 

Counsel—I put it to you that you whipped 
a file from your pocket when Kendellon cr 
to speak to you and rushed at him. 

Witness denied this. 


LEFT THE BLUESHIRTS. 

I think you belong to an organisation 
which is known officially or unofficially as 
the Blueshirts ? 

Not now. I left when the organisation 
was disbanded. I was not a member on 
27th January. I am not a member of the 
League of Youth. | 

I suggest that you were one of several 
people who assaulted Kendellon a few days 
prior to Christmas? 

A few days prior to Christmas I was a 
prisoner in Arbour Hill. 

To another, question, the witness said that 
he was not aware that Kendellon had been 
assaulted by members of witness’s organisa- 
tion. 

Denis Murray said that on the night in 
ag Kendellon called his son twice, and 
then stepped forward and fired two shots. He 
bore out counsel’s statement, adding that 
when Kendellon was passing his door after- 
wards on arrest he said: “ Murray, I will 
have you yet.” That remark was addressed 
to witness’s son. | 

Replying to Mr. O’Mahony, he said that 
Kendellon and Condon were clearly inside 
the door of the house, Witness told Mr. Liam 
McCarthy that he had some military experi- 
énce, 

Mr, McCarthy was proceeding to ques- 
tion him about the method of carrying guns, 
and the witness declared, amidst laughter: 
** Unfortunately, the gun I had I could not 
carry it.” To other questions he said that 
when the gun was fired it was in direct line 
with his son. As far as he could see there 
was no mark on the ceiling—he did not ex- 
amine the walls. Three shots were fired 
through the door and one through the 
window. 


Mr. McCarthy—Does your son belong to

THE LOCAL CLUB. 

To Mr. U'Mahony, witness said that her 
tap-roum, where the prisoners had been, with 
several others, including Walsh’s father and 
uncle, was looked on as a local clab-room. 
The company had been having a “ sing: 
song ’’ on the night of the 27th. 

Guard M. Wali, a photographer attached 
to Dublin headquarters, produced and proved 
photographs taken at Oid Youghal road, in- 
dicating the position of the wuildings and 
the damage done by builets. 

Guard Magner exhibited a wooden model, 
made to scaie, of Murray’s cottage. 

Sergeant Thomas A. Elwin, Kilmainham, 
had made drawings of the Old Youghal road, 
and also produced ordnance maps. 

Detective Officers John Flanerty, Cork, 
said that about 9.30 p.m. he heard suots ring 
out, “I wheeled round,” said the witness, 
“and saw three men standing outside Mur- 


three, who were backing away towards 
Streamhill lane, got away. Fifty to a 
hundred people gathered around the house, 
and 1 kept them away from the door. Then 
the other Guards arrived from town. 

“I escorted Kendellon to the Bridewell 
when he was arrested, and I asked him for 
his gun, but he would not tell me what had 
happened to it.” 

Replying to Mr. O'Mahony he said that 
Condon appeared to be dragging Kendellon 
away from the house. 

Witness told Mr. MacCarthy that Kendellon 
appeared to be excited. it was common 
knowledge in the area that Murray’s house 
was under protection, 

Guard Philip Ryan, who was on duty with 
the previous witness, said that when he heard 
the shots he ran up to Murray’s house. Detec- 
tive Officer Flaherty was on the road and drew 
his gun and covered Stephen Walsh with it. 
Witness went to “phone for reinforcements. 
Robert Pegler was taken away from the house 
in an. ambulance, : 


“MURRAY. COME OUT.” 

To Mr. O’Mahony witness said that the 
three men seemed to be struggling on the 
road, but he could not say whether the other 
two were trying to keep Kendellon from firing 
the shots. 

Guard John O'Neill said that he saw Detec- 
tive Officer Flaherty cover Kendellon with his 
gun, and then Walsh went between Flaherty 
and Kendellon. He heard someone shout: 
“ Murray, come out here.” He was present 
when Kendellon admitted firing at Murray, 
and said he was sorry he did not get the 
right man. 

Sergeant Eamonn Conray, Union quay, 
Cork, said that he saw Kendellon near 
Murray's house. Some Guards were with him 
looking for the revolver he was alleged to 
have. Witness told him there was a serious 
charge of attempted murder against him, and 
Kendellon said: ‘‘I am not going to make 
any statement, but I went into Murray’s to 
get him. I went in alone, and Murray pre- 
tended he was putting his hand in his pocket 
for a gun. I said 1 would have the first of 
it and I pulled a gun and fired at him. I 
meant to shoot him, and I am sorry 1 
did not finish him.” Witness asked him 
where the gun was, and he said: “I was 
knocked down by four or five people, and the 
gun was taken out of my hand.” When 
asked why he tried to shoot Murray, he said: 
“I had no reason except that he was in the 
British Army. I was beat up three times 
by the Blue Shirts, and he was the leader 
of them.” 

Superintendent T. McNeill 
automatic bullet which had 
Murray’s house. ; | 

Superintendent Meehan said that in the 
Bridewell Kendellon alleged that he had 
twice been ‘‘ beaten up ” by Blue Shirts, but 
had not reported this to the Guards. The 
prisoner also said that Condon and Walsh 
had nothing to do with the raid. Walsh 
had made a statement to the effect that 
after leaving the public-house at 9.30 he 
heard a commotion in the road. He was 
going down when he was stopped by a 
Guard who had a gun. That was the first 
he knew of the shooting. 

Mr. O'Mahony applied for a direction in 
favour of Condon and Walsh. 

The President said a prima facie case had 
been established in regard to both prisoners. 

Mr. McCarthy opened his case for the 
defence of Kendellon by offering, on his 
client’s behalf, an unconditional apology for 
the visit to Murray’s house on the 27th, and 
to John Murray and Robert Peglar. Ken- 
dellon had been brooding prior to the 27th 
because it had been conveyed to him that he 
was to be made the subject of an attack on 
the Sara, night. He was worried, and 
when John Murray’s attitude was inimical 
instead of being friendly he was angered at 
his reception. His medical history was that 
of a man subject to epileptic fits, and his 
conduct had certainly been strange. 

Kendellon, in evidence; said he was a 
married man, with four children. On January 
27 he was told that his house was going to 
be raided on the following Sunday night. 
He was in Mrs. Mahony’s licensed premises 
that night, and had on him a .32 revolver. 
He left the public-house and went down to 
Murray’s, opened the door, and said, 
“Murray, I want to speak to you for a 
minute.” Witness wanted to tell him that 
he would hold him responsible if the Blue 
Shirts came to his house on the Sunday 
night. Murray was a captain of the Blue 
Shirts. When Murray saw witness in the house 
he put his hand in his pocket and pulled out a 
file, which he made as if to throw at witness. 
Pielow and Pegler made a rush at him and 
he fired a shot over their heads. They pushed 
him out of the house, and he fired the re- 
mainder ot the shots through the door, Condon 
had a hold of him by the arm and was pull- 
ing him away when the shot went through 
the window. He had no desire to do any 
harm to Pegler. He did not at — belong 
to any organisation, as he was dismissed from 
the I.R.A. for this offence. He was prepared 
to give an undertaking never to use arms 
ágainst any citizen of the State again. 


DISMISSED FROM I.R.A. 


Mr. Black—You were dismissed from the 
I.R.A. for this offence ?—Yes. 

Mr. Black—I am glad to hear that, and 1 
am sure all decent people will be. 

Further replying to Mr. Black, witness said 
that he had been assaulted by members of a 
certain organisation, but, as a member of the 
].R.A., he had not reported it to the Guards. 
His house had also ‘been raided, and he re- 
ported that to the I.R.A., of which he was 
a member at the time. ‘When I was 
beaten up by the Blue Shirts,’’ said witness, 
“I reported it to the I.R.A., and they gave 
me permission to have a gun for the protec- 
tion of my house. That was the reason I did 
not report the matter to the Guards. I would 
not go to the Guards in any case.” 

Witness also said in cross-examination that 
the gun was fully loaded, John Murray had 
a file and Pielow, Pegler and Hassett had 
batons in Murray’s house that night. 

Why did you fire the shots through the 
door ?—When I was pushed outside the house 
i lost my temper and blazed away at the 

oor. 

Prisoner said that his remark to John 
Murray, “I'll get you yet,” probably repre- 
sented his feelings towards Murray at the 
time; he would admit that shooting was what 
he intended to threaten in that remark. If 
he had mentioned that he wanted to ask 
Murray about the suspected raid in the public- 
house Walsh and Condon would not have let 
him go to Morray’s house. .

Mrs. Daisy Bates, that remarkable woman 
who for thirty years has lived among ‘the 
Australian aborigines, studying them, loving 
them, protecting them, was ineluded in the 
list of New Year Honours, writes Austral 


| News. 


Her story makes fascinating ee. 
Hailed by ethnologists as the most reliab 
living authority on the life and customs of 
the Australian black, Mrs. Bates lives in a 
tiny hut in the ‘scrub at Ooldea, South 
Australia, recluse and reserved tq a degree. 

For twenty years this shelter ef boughs 
and saplings has been her home & between 
her wanderings with her nomad friends. In 
the course of this time she has ac4juired 115 
tribal languages, also a store of notes and 
manuscripts,. and a. collection gf native 
legends of unique anthropological value, She 
has seen corroborees and ceremonials wit- 
nessed by no other white man or woman, and 
25 years ago at Tonderup, Western Australia, 
was initiated into the Bibbulmun tribe, and 
given the freedom of its totem. | 

Mrs. Bates established herself at Ooldea 
during the construction of the trans. 
Continental railway, so that. the blacks should 
have her protection, They still come to her 
over 1,000 miles of desert to be fed 
and clothed, and initiated, much to her 
regret, into the ways of the white man. Last 
August, for the first time for twenty years, 
Mrs. Bates returned to civilisation at the 
urgent invitation of the Federal Ministry, to 
confer with them about. a native proviem 
in Arnhem Land. 

Thanks to the establishment of a religious 
miss‘cn at Ooldea, she hopes soon to be able 
to devote time to the compilation of her 
manuscripts. Already through her writings 
her name is famous, and correspondence pours 
into her from scientists and publishers of 
note all over the world. 

A cultivated little Irishwoman, with a flair 
for Latin poetry and a gay wit, Mrs. Bates 
came to Australia in 1899 from the London 
staff of the Heview of Leviews.

refuse tos register anv contract received for 
registration more than fourteen days after 
the day it was mad-, ur any réntract: not in 
the form prescribed by the Board. 

The Board has, however. not yet prescribed

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REASONS WHY SALARIES 
 SHOULD NOT BE “ CUT.” 
s the 


_ That it would be unjust to reduce the 
‘already inadequate” salaries of medical 
officers of health is argued in a statement 
yssued yesterday by tlie Society of Medical 
Officers of Health in the Free State, which 
deplores any action which would tend to 
lower the living conditions of those engaged 
in it, with a possible reduction of the 
efficiency: of the service.” 

The statement points out that, in order to 
qualify for positions as county medical officers 
of health or assistant eng medical officers 
of health, candidates must have, in addition 
to the ordinary degrees and licentiatesaips, 
extra qualifications which entail at least one 
year’s whole-time study (in most cases two 
to three years), and that officers now holding 
these positions have had to undertake special 
courses of administrative training in England 
and elsewhere. it must be said, therefore, 
that the whole course of training has 
occupied seven or eight years and necessitated 
very heavy outlay in cash. 

The great majority of medical officers of 
health in the Fiee State, before taking up 
their present posts; resigned similar posts 
elsewhere, thus surrende:ing chances of us 
motion, pension, etc., in services which 
offered opportunities greater than in their 
own country. Conditions of service in most 
of these posts in the Free State, it is pointed 
out, are considerably below those obtaining 
elsewhere, and in virtually all cases the 


salaries are only half those for corresponding 


posts elsewhere. poe 

After referring to the multiplicity of duties 
of county medical officers of health in Ire- 
land, who officiate also as school medical 
officers, tuberculosis medical officers, directors 
and supervisors of the child welfare schemes 
in their areas, and inspectors of midwives, 
the ‘statement goes on to show that public 
health work in the Free State is in its infancy, 
and in consequence the burden of work falling 
upon the newly-appointed medical officer of 
health is enormously increased, 

It is stated that whén the salaries were 
fixed the following factors were considered :— 
(a) Local authorities had to be encouraged 
to put the new services into operation, and 
low salaries were part of the inducement to 
such authorities; (b) they were fixed recently, 
and not in the period of currency inflation 
and high cost of living; and (c) the service 
was then in its infancy, and salaries were 
fixed at. a minimum rate in consequence, . 
"ee Such factors,” it is said, “ were appreci- 
ated hy prospective candidates for ‘he posis. 
and accepted by them on the understanding 
that such conditions would naturally 
improve.”
